The college year has b egun and the 
enrollment of twenty-sev en American 
univ ersities, recently pub lished, are 
curious and 
suggestiv e, 
says Har­ 
per's Weekly. 
These figures indicate 
three things: 
first, that the large 
W estern univ ersities are outstripping 
the Eastern institutions as regards 
the numb er of students; secondly, that 
women are tending 
to 
monopolize 
those W estern univ ersities which are 
organized on the principle of co-edu­ 
cation; thirdly, that 
small colleges 
seem destined to enjoy their day of 
prosperity at the 
expense of their 
great competitors. 
If we 
exclude 
Radcliffe college, 
which, of course, is intended solely 
for women, and the Harv ard summer 
school, the 
b eneiiclaries 
of which 
cannot b e classed 
either as under­ 
graduates or graduates, we find that 
the total enrollment this year In Har­ 
v ard univ ersity 
was 
b ut .3,865, as 
against 4,004 a year ago. 
Columb ia,

The one seat of higher education in 
the East which shows a sensib le in­ 
crease of enrolled names in ev ery de­ 
partment is the Univ ersity of Penn­ 
sylv ania, which has 3,250 students. 
The Univ ersity of Michigan, now cred­ 
ited with an attendance of 4,049, which 
numb er, according to its secretary 
will quickly b e raised to 4,500, heads, 
and is likely long to head the list. 
Memorab le also is the fact that the 
Univ ersity of 
Minnesota has an at- 
tendance of 3,750.

Rockies Is twelv e, while the av erage 
percentage in the case of sev en East­ 
ern univ ersities is b ut four.

sev eral miles W hittier realized

wo uld be a race fo r life, but If no 
trees had fallen acro ss the ro ad there 
was a chance, o ne In a hund red , o f 
getting thro ugh unharmed . As it was, 
he co uld no t turn back—he was sur­ 
ro und ed by flames in ev ery d irectio n. 
He lashed his ho rses and started o n 
his perilo us d riv e thro ugh the burning 
d istrict. 
Sev eral times 
his ho rses 
stumbled , nearly o v erco me by the in­ 
tense heat, and the flames were so 
clo se in places that the hair o n the 
back o f his head was singed clo se to 
the scalp.

reins, ho wev er, and guid ed his faith­ 
ful animals alo ng

flame-swept

at Orrv llle, as

seen that his hand s were bad ly burn­ 
ed and blistered and that the skin had 
peeled fro m his face and ears fro m the 
ex treme heat. The blind s, being d o wn, 
pro tected his tw^o passengers to so me 
ex tent, altho ugh they suffered greatly 
fro m the heat.

the I^s Angeles Times. A huge wire 
basket suspended in mid-air held the 
big bundle of legal papers, and as the 
hungry flames licked them up cheers 
rent the air; men loosed their hats 
and hurrahed and w^omen waved their 
handkerchiefs. 
It was truly a red- 
letter day in the history of the Queen 
valley of San Diego county. 
The history 
of

troublesome 
bonds, which have for so many years 
hung over the heads of the people of 
the fertile and promising but far from 
densely poulated 
Escondido valley 
like the sword of Damoceles, is briefly 
told, thus: 
In 189 4 there was built a 
the head of the valley an 80-foot rock 
filled dam with a 100-foot base, behind 
which is annually impounded 1% bil 
Hon gallons of water. The system was 
constructed under the Wright irriga 
tion law at an expense of $350,00( 
but the bonded debt proved so burden- j 
some that the citizens of the valley 
found they could not pay the entire 
amount of the bonds and interest.
